Dudley Glass, best loved and 
perhaps the most- widely read of 
Georgia newspaper columnists, 
died early yesterday morning at 
Crawford W. Long Memorial hos- 
pital, 

He was 66, and for several 
months had suffered at times 
from sudden, smothering heart 
attacks which quickly passed 
when he could reach a window 
and fresh air. It was one of these 
attacks which seized him yester- 
day morning. 

He had spoken at the office of 
not feeling well and had men- 
tioned it in the column he had 
written in advance for Tuesday’s 
paper. But he had gone home at 
the end of the day seemingly feel- 
ing better, and there had played, 
as he loved to do, with his grand- 
son, Larry Southwick. 


Wanted Typewriter. 

He had gone to bed in that “un- 
familiar room” about which he 
wrote with such gentle good 
humor in the Saturday paper and 
the attack struck him as he slept. 
In trying to make his way out he 
opened a door, long unused, and 
fell to the roof of a porch below. 

His leg was broken in the fall, 
but when he reached the hospital 
he was conscious, and joked with 
members of his family and the 
doctors about being sure that his 
insurance premiums were paid, 
and the income tax payment due 
December 15 was promptly met. 
He made arrangements for a type- 
writer to be delivered to him at 
the hospital so that he could carry 
on his daily column as he con- 
valesced. 

At 4:30 o’clock another heart 
attack struck and he quickly 
passed away. 

Started in Nashville. 

To followers of his column the 
story of his life is familiar. He 
was born in Trenton, Tenn., and 
some of the most delightful col- 
umns he ever wrote were remin- 
iscences of his boyhood days, and 
old vacation times around the fa- 
mous resort at Monteagle. 

He began his newspaper career 
on the Nashville Banner, after 
attending Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute at Auburn, and he 
worked, successively, on the Mem- 
phis Commercial Appeal and the 
Savannah Morning News. 

He never forgot his days in Sa- 
vannah and in later years he 
wrote much of that town and its 
people in such a way as to convey

1. Responsibility for unneces- 
sary confusion in the public mind 
about the fathers’ draft. 

2. An asserted WMC tendency 
to deal with newspapermen “on a 
rather hostile basis.”

3. Failure to issue releases on 
certain policies of public interest 
even when requested. 

4. Maintaining an “unworkable” 
practice.of withholding announce- 
ments in Washington until they 


‘reach the field. 


5. Giving WMC's information di- 
vision a low rank in the agency. 
so that the information staff thus 
is not “adequately informed -of 
what is happening.” : 

Davis declined to make public 
his memorandum, reputedly nine 
pages, and thus it apparently 
would not technically fall within 
the scope of White House orders 
against airing of controversies be- 
tween government agency heads.

Murray Harmon, Atlanta’s whis- 
ky king since the liquidation of 
Mercer Harbin recently, is being 
eliminated from the wholesale 
liquor business by State Revenue 
Commissioner J. Eugene Cook. 

In an executive order dgssued 
yesterday, Cook wielded a death 
blow to the Gate City Liquor Dis- 
tributors at 145 Auburn avenue— 
which is the wholesale end, and 
major part, of Harmon’s liquor 
interests. 

Cook revoked the wholesale and 
retail licenses issued by the state 
in the name of Melvin Pazol for 
the Gate City Liquor Distributors, 
effective December 30, 1943. Pa- 
zol testified at a recent hearing 
that he owned only 15 per cent 
of the business, and that Harmon 
owned the other 85 per cent. 

No action has been taken yet 
on Harmon’s own retail store li- 
censes. He operates four retail 
stores, and was called upon re- 
cently to show cause why these 
licenses should not be revoked. 

Revenue department  regula- 
tions prevent the same person, or 
members of his family, from hav- 
ing interests in wholesale and re- 
tail liquor businesses at the same 
time. 

The wholesale and retail li- 
censes of another liquor concern, 
operated by J. L. and J. C. Gar- 
ner at 203 Spring street, S. W., 
was revoked yesterday. 

In cancelling the licenses of 
the Gate City Distributors and the 
Garners, Cook said he was acting 
on recommendations of C. A, Gil- 
lespie, head of the alcohol tax 
unit, who conducted hearings re- 
cently. He said he is making the 
revocations effective December 
30 in order to give the parties 
concerned a reasonable time to 
dispose of their interest. 

The cancellation order appear- 
ed to have put the Gate City Liq- 
uor Distributors and the Garners 
out of the liquor business for a 
period of at least two years. Rev- 
enue department officials point- 
ed to Section 58—1022 in the lo- 
cal option act which states that 
a person cannot obtain another li- 
cense for two years following 
revocation or cancellation of his 
license.

When your wife goes to market 
today, tell her to save every paper 
sack she brings home. 


When you get a good pile of the 
stuff together, every newspaper, 
letter, laundry sack, magazine, 
load it up and take it to the near- 
est school. If you want to make 
a few cents for your trouble, take 
it to a paper dealer. 


It will all end up in the same 
place—back at the paper mills it 
came from. It MUST go back. If 
at least 60 per cent of the paper 
they produce does not come back 
as scrap, they can’t keep produc- 
ing. 

So long as there Is any paper 
available the armed services are 
going to get first call. They must 
have it—for ammunition cartons, 
for K-ration containers, for first 
aid kits, for a thousand other pur- 
poses. Every shell goes out wrap- 
ped in a heavy pressed-paper case. 
The paper in one case for a 90- 
millimeter shell would make a 
dozen Sunday newspapers. The 
small case for a hand grenade 
uses as much paper as is used in 
one daily newspaper. 

These shell cases can be made 
of scrap paper. If that scrap 
paper is not available, newspapers 
will grow thinner, paper bags, en- 
velopes and note paper will dis- 
appear from the civilian market. 
There just won’t BE enough paper 
for civilian use.

But the re- 
strictions of a desk job did not 
well suit a temperament which 
loved so deeply people and their 
foibles and he soon became, along 
with Fuzzy Woodruff, one of the 
top reporters of the town. 


Wrote of Opera. 


He was one of the few men in 
Atlanta in the old and glorious 
days of grand opera here who 
could write of opera in words the 
average man could understand, 
and at the same time convey to 
his readers in full measure the 
drama and the splendor of great 
music, 

For a period he left the news- 
paper for the eener fields of 
press agentry. did well at it, 
but his heart wag not in it and he 
soon returned to the Georgian. 

In the early days of the auto- 
mobile he also had started a col- 
umn on that paper called “Rimes 
of the Road,” afstory of travel by 
car in the days ‘of the hand crank 
and linen duster. The popularity 
of htis column Jed to its syndica- 
tion, and for a time he moved to 
New York. But the pace of big 
city life did not appeal to a man 
who loved the leisured, neighbor- 
ly life of Atlanta, and Dudley 
soon came home.

In his early writings of the joys 
and trials of auto travel he “dis- 
covered” the north Georgia 
mountains, and ever after in his 
columns appeared the recurring 
theme of the beauty and tran- 
quil peace of the Georgia hills.

There is no way to ever judge 
the laughter he brought into the 
world, for in every column he 
ever wrote, somewhere there was 
a chuckle, 

He was a humorist and a phi- 
losopher and a gentle, kindly soul, 
There was no malice in him, and 
he never wrote a line intention- 
ally that would humiliate or 
wound. 

Life passed before him in glit- 
tering kaleidoscope and he gazed 
upon it with an understanding eye 
and wrote about it with a gentle 
humor. It was the kind of writing 
people liked, and they wrote him 
to tell him so. It was an everyday 
experience for somebody to stop 
him on the street to tell him they

Daily, on the Georgian and aft- 
erward when he came to The Con- 
stitution, people from out-of-town 
came by to see him, “just so I can 
go back home and tell the folks 
I met you.” 

The molehill annoyances of 
life he built up into mountains 
of humor, but the deep sorrows 
that touched him he kept within 
himself. 

Not long before his death he 
received word that his son, Lieu- 
tenant Commander Dudley Glass 
Jr., was missing at sea in his sub- 
marine. It shook him terribly. 
But he wrote the story factually, 
as a newspaperman would, despite 
the overwhelming sense of sorrow 
and loss that he knew. Daily 
after that, his columns were still 
bright, his outlook on life still 
tinged with a warm, good humor. 


Good Reporter, Too. 


It was as a columnist and com- 
mentator that he was best known 
to Georgians, but in times of 
emergency when the paper needed 
him he could turn from personal 
writing to become a keen and ob- 
jective reporter. His story on the 
destruction of Gainesville by a tor- 
nado was a classic of straight re- 
porting coupled with a sensitive 
man’s comprehension of great 
tragedy. 

His column on The Constitution 
bore only his name, and so long 
as this generation of newspaper 
readers survives, the shaft that is 
raised for him will need no other 
identification. 

Surviving him~- are his wife, 
'Nancy, “the Mistress of the Man- 
| or,” of whom he so often wrote; 
‘his daughters, Mrs. William M. 
McGraw and Mrs. David Wachter, 
of Milwaukee, and Mrs. Gilbert 
‘Southwick, of Atlanta, and a son, 
Richard Glass, of the Atlanta bu- 
reau of the United Press. 

Funeral services will be an- 
nounced by H. M. Patterson & 
Son, and in accordance with his 
wish will be private, with the 
request that his friends refrain 
from sending floral tributes.

would have parallel runways to 
relieve congestion. 


The city, Fulton county, 
and federal agencies already have 
expended more than $2,000,000 in 
development of the airport. 

Beginning in 1925 when the 
mayor and city council first leased 
the old race-track site owned by 
Asa Candler, until the present 
time, Atlanta has been recognized 
as a pioneer in aviation circles. 

Mayor Hartsfield was an alder- 
man from the old third ward at 
that time, and he headed a coun- 
cil committee to select a site for 
the city owned and operated air- 
field, an innovation for southern 
cities. What was known then as 
Candler Field was selected and 
leased for a five-year period. 

During the early days, the late 
Beeler Blevins and the late Doug 
Davis contrib&ted much to mak- 
ing city and civic officials air- 
minded. They barnstormed from 
the field, they rode officials and 
others who could keep interest in 
development alive, and in 1928, 
when the New York-Atlanta air- 
mail service was begun, the field 
began to command recognition. 
The field was lighted for night ac- 
tivity, and the city bought Cand- 
ler field in 1929. The name was 
subsequently changed to “The At- 
lanta Municipal Airport” 

Gray, one of the moving spirits 
in development of the field, has 
been port manager for 14 years, 
and is regarded as one of the best 
posted and most progressive field 
administrators in this section of 
the country. 


Between 1925 and 1929 the field | 


had a rocky history. The Florida 
bubble burst and with it there 
was every indication that the At- 
lanta airport would fall!

President 
Roosevelt has indicated sympathy 
with the idea but questioned its 
practicability. 

The bishops’ position was made 
known by the Right Rev. Monsig- 
nor Michael J. Ready, general sec- 
retary of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. He made 
public a letter to the senate For- 
eign Relations Committee indors- 
ing specifically a resolution by 
Senators Gillette, Democrat, Iowa, 
and Taft, Republican, Ohio, which 
would direct the State Department 
to seek co-operation of the British, 
Swedish and Swiss governments 
with the Red Cross and other re- 
lief organizations in shipping and 
distributing the food.

Bell Workers Produce New Plastics 
To Aid Johnny’s Bombing Missions 


Big bombers, like dragon flies, 
must “see” in all directions while 
in flight. 

Although the winged warriors of 
the insect world may have 10,000 
eyes, they can scarcely be more 
alert for enemies than crewmen of 
bombers peering through windows 
and nose sections of crystal-clear 
plastics. 

These streamlined “eye” sections 
are being formed at the bomber 
plant near Marietta by special 
processes designed and developed 
in many instances by Bell Aircraft 
engineers. Establishment of this 
new manufacturing activity in 
Georgia was in itself a major 
undertaking and many Georgians 
now are learning to form plastics 
as well as alloys of light metals. 

The windows formed in the new 
department must not distort in 
any way the vision of airmen man- 
ning controls, guns or bombs while 
on the alert for attack from any 
direction. 

In the Early Days. 

Back in the early days of the 
development of the now famous 
Airacobra, Bell began to experi- 
ment with forming transparent 
plastics for use in military air- 
planes. 

Experience gained through years 
of research and development is 
now incorporated in the Georgia 
division’s. plastic department 
where sheets are softened in elec- 
trical furnaces equipped with con- 
trols to keep temperatures at the 
exact levels needed. 

Some windows are formed by 
air pressure. Other more compli- 
cated curved and streamlined pat- 
terns are shaped by an entirely 
different process developed by 
Bell employes. This method im- 
proves the optical quality of the 
formed sections. 

According to Fred Williamson, 
of 360 Hascall road, Atlanta, gen- 
eral foreman of this department, 
every completed transparent sec- 
tion must not only be clear but 
free of waves or surface variations 
that might cause even slight opti- 
cal distortions. 

Accomplishments Cited. 

What is being accomplished 
along this line at the Georgia plant 
stems bacl. to 1940, when William- 
son left his job as a pioneer plastic 
molder to join Bell in Buffalo. At 
this time an experimental plastic 
forming division was being estab- 
lished for Airacobra production. 
Williamson set up many processes 
and methods of this department. 

When production of the Air- 
acobra increased, plastic forming 
was made a special department 
and moved to the Niagara Falls 
plant with added equipment and 
personnel, 

While the bomber plant was un 
der construction, plans and meth- 
ods were set up for plastic form- 
ing at Marietta. The responsibil- 
ity was assigned to Williamson. 
He sent five Georgians to Niagara 
Falls for training. Last May they 
completed their ground work and 
returned to set up one more new 
department “from scratch.” 

Growing adept at this new skill 
are Albert H. Smith, former in- 
surance salesman, of 1047 Gordon 
street, S. W.; Raymond Stephen- 
son, former cabinet worker, now 
of Decatur; Parks Standridge, tex- 
tile worker and former assistant 
foreman in a spinning room, Ma- 
rietta, and David Hawkins, of 927 
Hampton street, N. W., who was a 
loom fixer in Georgia cotton mills. 

First Girl Employe. 

The first girl employed, Willis 
Fields, is from Marietta. Realiz- 
ing a manpower shortage may de- 
velop when word goes out for full 
production, Williamson is training 
other women for his department. 

The forming of plastic enclos- 
ures begins with a flat cast of 
the material which, when re- 
ceived, is covered with adhesive 
paper as ae protection against 
scratching. The sheet is cut to 
size for forming and stripped of 
the paper. 

The plastic is then placed in a 
furnace and brought up to an

exact temperature, depending on 
its size and thickness. It is held 
at the specified temperature until 
softened sufficiently and then 
lifted out of the oven with cot- 
ton gloves to avoid fingerprints 
on the surface. 

The operators then carefully 
place the plastic on a form block. 
A hold-down ring or yoke is fitted 
into place to help shape the plastic 
to its correct contour. After the 
forming process, the section is 
permitted to remain on the floor 
for cooling before being removed 
for inspection. If found satisfac- 
tory, the section goes through a 
spraying operation to receive a 
rubberized coating as protection 
for the surface during machine 
operations. 

Sanded and Drilled. 

The enclosure is then cut to 
size, sanded and drilled. Some 
sections require supporting strips. 
These are connected by a process 
that renders the joint stronger 
than the plastic itself. 

The enclosures have high im- 
pact resistance and will not shat- 
ter under vibration. Another ad- 
vantage is the fact that the plastic 
is less than half the weight of 
ordinary glass. 

These enclosures are then fitted 
into the bomber. After the plane 
comes off assembly for inspection, 
workmen remove the rubberized 
coating from the crystal-clear 
plastic shining beneath—the bomb- 
er’s “eyes” are open.

Lonely Soldiers, Foolish Kids— 
Problem for Atlanta Police

You see them along the darker 
side streets after midnight—the 
girls in oxfords and socks and 
bright sweaters with bits of rib- 
bon in their hair and with a lit- 
tle too much makeup on their 


cheeks, 

You see them around the bus 
station and around the railroad 
terminals. 

You see them in the all-night 
drive-in and highway hot spots. 

They stand in the doorways of 
darkened shops talking to the sol- 
diers. 

They make up the raw material 
for delinquency—the raw material 
of a social problem that is grow- 
ing greater every day. 

Not All Bad. 

Not all of these kids are im- 
moral. The Atlanta police officer 
with whom this reporter was cruis- 
ing Atlanta’s night streets said. 
“Most of these kids never heard 
of the term soliciting. They don’t 
know what a street walker is. 
They’re just out for a good time. 
The soldiers and other young men 
have a little money to spend. 
That’s all there is too it.” 

“Of course some of the girls are 
more sophisticated. They’ve been 
around. There were always some 
of those kids—the kids that grew 
up in broken homes where a fa- 
ther or a mother drank too much 
—the kids that had to learn the 
streets quicker than the rest be- 
cause they had to.” 

But most of them are just kids 
hanging around the bus stations 
and the darkened streets, flirting 
with the soldiers, out after mid- 
night because there is no one to 
make them come in. 

Parents in War Work. 

Some of them are out because 
mothers and fathers are in defense 
night work. They come in to find 
dishes piled in the sinks—té find 
the note stuck above the stove. 
They scramble eggs for supper. 
After supper they go to the streets. 

They sit on the stools before the 
counters in the all-night beer joints 
leaning on their hands and talk- 
ing to the stray soldiers who wan- 
der in. 

The soldiers are lonely, too. 

The police run them out if they 
look under 18—run them. out into 
the street. 

It’s hard to tell 14 from 18 when 


they wear the socks and oxfords, 
the bits of bright ribbon, 


They hang around the stations 
and talk to the soldiers or meet 
the soldiers in the beer joints and 
talk. 


Sometimes, later, they’re picked 
up by police in the hotel rooms. 

One of them sat on the end of 
the cot in city jail—her face puffy 
with weeping. 

She hadn’t meant to do anything 
wrong. She had been picked up 
by poliee in a hotel room with a 
soldier. 

Hard Problem for Police. 

The job isn’t easy for the police. 
If the girls are under age they’re 
sent to the juvenile court; only the 
older ones go into the city jail. 

It’s hard for the police to know 
the wise girls from the others. The 
police do the best they can. Most 
of the city police don’t want to 
pick up the little girls who just 
happen to be on the streets. They 
don’t want to cause injustices. 

You see the girls dancing in the 
highway hot spots and when you 
ask their ages they tell you 15— 

There are explanations for the 
girls out on the:darker side streets 
of Atlanta: parents in war work, 
war hysteria, inadequate recrea- 
tional facilities to compete with 
the side streets and the beer joints, 
mothers and fathers who just 
aren't much interested in what the 
girls are doing. 

Professionals Scarce. 

Police say there are no profes- 
sional prostitutes on Atlanta streets 
regularly, that Atlanta can be 
proud of the records achieved dur- 
ing the last year. A few stray pro- 
fessionals stop over in Atlanta 
now and then and stay a few days. 
They’re picked up immediately. 
The streets are nearly always 
clean of the professionals. The 
girls in the socks and sport ox- 
fords with the ribbons in their 
hair are still there in the darken- 
ed doorways.

200,000 Germans 


Flee Gomel in Panie 


LONDON, Nov. 28, Sunday.—(AP)—Approximately 300,- 
000 Germans were forced into hasty retreat from Gomel to- 
day, abandoning equipment and stores, as Soviet guerrillas 
infiltrated to set mines and road traps in their rear and a 
pursuing Red army regular force beat them back frontally 


nine miles in 24 hours. 

Other Soviet columns pounded 
at the sides of the Nazis’ 50-mile- 
wide escape corridor, as they ran a 
gantlet extending northwest from 
Gomel through Zhlobin and Bo- 
bruisk toward Minsk. 

This picture was presented by 
the Soviet midnight communique, 
recorded by the Soviet monitor, 
which also told of gains that 
punched out a new salient along 
the lower Berezina river and of 
successful defense against the Ger- 
man counterattack in the Kiev 
bulge which was reported rein- 
forced with eight tank divisions— 
some of them from Italy, Greece 
and Norway. 

Nazis Desperate. 

The Russians indicated that flee- 
ing Nazi forces who lost Gomel 
Friday were in desperate straits. 

“Hastily retreating under blows 
by Red army troops, the enemy is 
abandoning heavy equipment and 
stores with military equipment and 
ammunition in the area of Uvaro- 
vichi,” the bulletin said. 

Uvarovichi is 17 miles northwest 
of Gomel and only a few miles 
from the railroad along which the 
Germans were falling back. Many 
trucks full of Germans were cap- 
tured in one sector and in another 
19 guns, 86 machineguns and nu- 
merous stores of equipment fell to 
the Russians. A total of more than 
80 to vns and hamlets fell to the 
Russians in this area. 

The new Berezina bulge was 
forming between Kalinkovichi and 
Zhlobin, where the Russians had 
previously cut the railroad and 
pushed northwest toward Bobru- 
isk. It was flanking the Orsha- 
Mogilev line on the Dnieper which 
guarded Minsk and the prewar 
Polish frontier. 

Sweep 80 Towns. 

Other forces speeding from the 
industrial center and long-held 
German stronghold of Gomel, 
which fell yesterday, mopped up 
80 towns and hamlets and ad- 
vanced to Uvarovichi, 17 miles 
northwest of Gome!l along the Ger- 
man escape route to Zhlobin and 
Bobruisk. 

Some 20 German divisions were 
facing rapid retreat or annihila- 
tion in the maelstrom of Russian 
charges from several directions 
northwest of Gomel. One Soviet 
spearhead was less than 15 miles 
south of Zhlobin, where the Rus- 
sians were moving north between 
the Dnieper and the Sozh rivers 
The German problem was either 
to hold their escape corridor, less 
than 50 miles wide at its narrow- 
est point, or get back. 

The Moscow daily communique, 
recorded by the Soviet monitor, 
also told of the capture of Yelsk, 
in the Pripet marshes, which 
lengthened the Russian Kiev bulge 
farther to the north. The Rus. 
sians now hold a line west of Kiev 
from Chernyakhov 95 miles north 
to Yelsk. 

In this area where the Germans 
have been _ counter-attacking 
strongly for two weeks, the Rus- 
sian bulletin said, the Red army 
for the third straight day success- 
fully beat back Nazi thrusts. 

The German attack appeared 
clearly to have failed as the drive, 
first described as “an armored 
avalanche,” came to a dead end 
more than 40 miles short of Kiev. 

Recall Napoleonic Retreat. 

The northernmost portion of the 
White Russian front, where the 
Russians were driviffg on the 
upper Dnieper river in a week-old 
offensive that had enveloped Pro- 
poisk and rolled on to the river 
between Mogilev and Zhlobin, ac- 
tion continued but at a slower 
pace. The Russians, who have 
previously announced large-scale 
captures in this area, reported to- 
day enemy resistance and counter- 
attacks and the capture of several 
populated places. 

This indicated that German re-

Joel Pierce 
Is Convicted 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 27.—() 
Joel T. Pierce, Bryan county 
tavern operator, was convicted by 
a federal court jury tonight on 


seven counts of peonage in con- 
nection with the treatment of 
women employes:at his establish- 
ment. 


Federal Judge 
after receiving the verdict, de- 
clared he was resolved that 
Pierce’s tavern, which he describ- 
ed as a “putrid cesspool of shame” 
should be “liquidatéd and never 
reopened.” 


He order court officials to noti- 
fy Stgte Revenue Commissioner 
J. Eugene Cook, the solicitor gen- 
eral of the Atlanta judicial court, 
the Pembroke city court solicitor 
and the Bryan county commission 
chairman of evidence presented at 
the trial “to the end they may 
take such appropriate action as 
they consider proper.” 


The jury, which deliberated 
more than three hours, acquitted 
Pierce on four other counts of 
the peonage indictment. The 
charges were based on allegations 
that Pierce held women employes 
at his establishment against their 
will and forced them to accept 
dates with customers. 

Sentence will be passed, the 
court announced, after Probation 
Officer Edwin Hardison reports 
on a pre-sentence investigation. 
o_o" was ordered held without 
bond pending filing of the.report. 

As the trial closed two men 
were taken into custody for 
questioning about missing wit- 
nesses. 

The United States marshal, Jo- 
seph H. Young, announced that 
W. H. Pomeroy and “Red” Mc- 
Elroy had been detained for in- 
vestigation on suspicion of having 
interfered with government wit- 
nesses and having prevented their 
appearance in court yesterday. Mc- 
Elroy was identified as a former 
bartender at Pierce’s tavern. 

Judge A. B. Lovett, in an inves- 
tigation yesterday of the disap- 
pearance of the witnesses, Pauline 
McGee and Mrs. Alta Sisk, or- 
dered the men’s arrest when they 
failed to respond to their names 
during his inquiry into reports 
which had reached the court. The 
two women, subpoenaed by the 
government, had attended the trial 
until yesterday. 

Both Pierce and his wife denied, 
in response to questions by the 
prosecuting attorney and Judge 
Lovett, that they knew anything 
about the disappearance of the 
witnesses. Noel B. Wright, of the 
local FBI office, told the court of 
report that Mrs. Sisk had con- 
ferred the previous night with 
Pomeroy. 

Defense Attorney Albert L. 
Cobb said he had gotten Pomeroy 
to serve a subpoena on Mrs. Sisk 
so that he might use her as a de- 
fense witness and asserted he did 
not know she already had been 
summoned by the government. 

Judge Lovett told him that here- 
after, in the present case or any 
other case in the federal court, he 
should have subpoenaes served 
through the marshal’s office and 
not by a private citizen. 

As presentation of testimony in 
the case was completed last night, 
Cecil McDilda and Wilson Thorpe, 
former employes of Pierce, re- 
lated that he had offered them 
money and an automobile if they 
would kill two prosecution wit- 
nesses. Pierce denied their state- 
ments.

year, T. M. Corn, county agent! + 
for the Extension Service, reveal- 
ed today. 

“This co-operation, 
factory result@w last year,” Corn 
declared, “will result in the use 
of 50 carloads of the slag this 
year as compared with only six 
used last year.” Use of the mate- 
rial is resulting in increased acre- 
age and increased per acre pro- 
duction of cover and feed crops, 
the agent said. 

Corn pointed out that J. O. 
Ware, a county commissioner, led 
the way in the use of slag by 
putting out 50 tons each year on 
his farm. “He predicts,” the agent 
said, “that the use of calcium sili- 
cate slag over a period of years 
will double the yield on his 
place.” 

While warning that the record 
was not typical, the agent cited 
the increased production on the 
commissioner’s farm. In 1941 one 
and eight-tenths, acres produced 
only eight bush els of wheat. In 
1942, after the application of slag, 
the same field produced 120 
bushels of oats. 

Calcium silicate slag is a by- 
product of munitions manufacture 
at the TVA’s Wilson Dam and is 
available to farmers in that area. |

Juvenile Delinquency 
Showing Big Gain 

In a recent network address on 
the 99th anniversary of the Y. M. 
C. A., Director Hoover made these 


pointed remarks relative to juve- 
nile delinquency— 


“In the first six months of 1943, 
arrests of young people under 18 
increased 13 per cent as compared 
with the same period of 1942. Of 
particular concern to all who are 
interested in the children of to- 
morrow is the startling fact that 
arrests of young women under 21 
for offenses against common de- 
cency increased 89 per cent. 

“Age 18 predominated among 
arrests throughout the nation, fol- 
lowed by ages 19 and 17, indicat- 
ing a definite trend toward delin- 
quency and crime at an earlier 
age. Young people under 21 ac- 
counted for 15 per cent of the ar- 
rests for murder in 1942, 34 per 
cent of the arrests for robbery and 
larceny and 50 per cent of all ar- 
rests for burglary. 

“America’s youth, indicted by 
public opinion as reckless and 
carefree, is blamed for these mis- 
deeds, but the real fault lies else- 
where. Before any youth has 
broken the law, some adult has 
committed a more serious crime. 
Driven by lust for money or en- 
slaved by pleasure, the adult gen- 
eration forgets that the most sol- 
emn obligation any person can as- 
sume in the eyes of God and man 
is to guide and direct a child along 
proper paths. To place anything 
ahead of that responsibility is akin 
to criminal negligence. 

“War has aggravated an already 
bad situation ... Many perfectly 
normal! youngsters have either lost 
the restraint or the counsel of par- 
ents who have taken readily avail- 
able jobs or have taken their 
places in the ranks of our armed 
forces. Their children will suffer, 
unless strong steps are taken to 
supply the lack of home life and 
to utilize the leisure time in a 
productive manner.” 

A recent survey by FBI in a few 
of the larger cities was startling. 
Delinquency in one had increased 
as much as 140 per cent. In an- 
other, the percentage was well 
above 100. In no case, among 
voungsters 18 and under, was 
there anything encouraging to re- 
port. Adult crime, the survey 
showed, has decreased. Kids on 
the loose, irresponsible, reckless 
and inoculated with the spirit of 
wartime abandon, provide a seri- 
ous wartime problem. 


Aspirin Addict 
Trapped by Hair.

Nonetheless, the battle for Betio 
was the most important, as this 
tiny 540-acre island served as a 
guinea pig for future early opera- 
tions, for there are many other’ 
atolls just like Betio between us 
and Tokyo.

The main 
reasons for this were considered 
to be the fact that hills and val- 
leys prevented the shells from 
finding their mark: 

Betio on the other hand was re- 
garded as another matter. No- 
body ever before had attempted 
to attack a defended atoll. Per- 
fectly flat Betio presented no nat- 
ural obstacles to naval fire. There 
were, however, man-made _  ob- 
stacles, all designed with military 
brilliance and efficiently and 
soundly constructed. 

The measure of the success of 
the bombardment is that we land- 
ed, having knocked out the big 
gun positions. Many heavy caliber 
automatic weapons, however, re- 
mained while enemy personnel in 
many cases survived the appalling 
battering the island received by 
remaining under splendidly de- 
signed cover. On the other hand 
many troops were killed. 

Military and naval leaders as- 
sured me that the lessons of Betio, 
and there were many, were learn- 
ed so hardly that they will be ap- 
plied in the future, Indeed some of 
these lessons may. well revolution- 
ize amphibious warfare. 


War's Course Altered. 

The capture of the Gilberts has 
altered the whole course of the 
war against Japan. Clearly for 
the future it will be a sea war de- 
cided by naval action. 

Admittedly there must be a con- 
tinuation of the abhorred island- 
hopping which really is only just 
beginning. This so-called island- 
hopping in the Solomons has been 
little more than cleaning Japs out 
of occupied areas where they con- 
stituted a threat to Australia and 
New Zealand. 

As a reporter I have found na- 
val and military commanders con- 
vinced that the most direct and 
only route to Japan is through the 
central Pacific. 

While the island-hopping policy 
is publicly unpopular in the Unit- 
ed States, there was no choice, and 
indeed it seems the quickest way 
to win, especially when fought the 
American way. 

Every time the United States 
seizes an island it establishes air 
bases. There is little attempt to 
do as Japan does—to fortify these 
islands until they are miniature 
Gibraltars. 

Rather, the policy is to crowd 
them with aircraft and use sea 
power to hold off invasion forces. 
So far Japan has not worked out 
any answers to that, and unless 
she does so soon it will be too late. 

With possession of the Gilberts 


and the establishment of one of

the Pacific’s biggest air 
there, the Marshalls will be under 
the domination of American air.

Fighting Irish Regiment pressed a 
relentless fight today against des- 
perate, stubborn and effective re- 
Sistance by Japanese defenders of 
this palm-covered atoll in mid-Pa- 
cific waters, 

Just before dusk, Majagr Gen- 
eral Ralph Smith, of Denver, Col., 
commanding the Army invasion 
force, reported the remaining 
Japs were solidly dug in behind 
an angled tank trap about 6,000 
yards of our initial landing beach. 


The enemy had been driven out 
of the main established position 
in Butaritari Village by a bat- 
talion commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel John McDonough, of New 
York city. 

Our forces controlled three of 
the four wharfs on the islands and 
the north lagoon shore. 


While I am writing, our field 
artillery is laying a barrage into 
the enemy’s tank trap division. 
When the field artillery lifts its 
fire, carrier planes swoop down in 
murderous strafing runs. 

Units Join. 


Complete junction of 
which landed on the island’s west 
beach and a force which lan@ed 
on the lagoon beach at Butarftari 
village was made early today. The 
western landing unit moved up to 
support McDonough’s battalion, 
pushing the Japs east toward the 
end of the island.

Holland Smith, commander of the 
Marines in the operation, attended 
the funeral service.

BOGOTA, Colombia, Nov. a 
()—Colombia, aroused over sink- 
ing of a second vessel by a Ger- 
oye submarine, today recognized 
a “state of belligerency” as exist- 
iad between Colombia and Ger- 
many, and Acting President Dario 
Echandia immediately began con- 
sidering defense measures. 

While the government made it 
clear it was not asking an actual 
declaration of war against the 
Reich, Foreign Minister Carlos 
Lozano y Lozano and Minister of 
Government Alberto Lleras Ca- 
margo indicated Colombia’s par- 
ticipation at the side of the United 
Nations would be active rather 
than passive. 

Recognition of a state of bel- 
ligerency followed last night's an- 
nouncement that the schooner Ru- 
by had been sunk with three lives 
lost in the Caribbean November 
17 by a Nazi submarine, the sec- 
ond Colombian ship sunk in a 
year. Six lives were lost in the 
sinking of the schooner Resolute, 
also in the Caribbean. 

The senate today approved the 
government’s stand on a state of 
belligerency, and Lozano said Co- 
lombia did not intend to send 
troops or naval forces abroad, Co- 
lombia’s position, he added, was 
similar to Brazil's in respect to 
belligerency status. 

Lozano declared the Ruby had 
been attacked at midnight and 
that the submarine had machine- 
gunned crewmen and passengers 
in lifeboats. He said Colombia 
would protest to Germany, as she 
did in the case of the Resolute, but 
again expected no answer and 
therefore had decided to take 
measures to protect the national 
dignity. 

The senate was so aroused that 
a large bloc of the liberal major- 
ity was ready to pass a resolution 
“directing” Echandia to declare 
war, but during lengthy debate, 
Lozano and Lleras explained that 
the government preferred to act 
slowly.

The question whether the Navy 
would need all of the $31,000,000,- 
000 voted for it has been at te 
forefront at the capitol since 
Chairman Snyder, Vemocrat, 
Pennsylvania, of the house Army 
appropriations subcommittee an- 
nounced last week that the Army 
will “turn back” $13,163,519,000 of 
the $71,000,000,000 available to it 
this fiscal year. 

“The answer,” Smith said in a 
statement, “is that the program 
for the Army has been curtailed 
while the program for the Navy 
has been expanded. As a matter 
of fact, the Yavy Department will 
require additional appropriations 
in 1944. 

“Although very substantial cuts 
have been made in certain items 
of the Navy program, such as es- 
cort vessel construction, these cuts 
have been more ‘han offset by 
additions in other items, such as 
the authorized personnel and ex- 
pansion of the landing craft pro- 
gram. 

Smith said the statements con- 
cerning the War Department funds 
were “very misleading.” He ex- 
plained that $6,000,000,000 of the 
$13,000,000,000 was reflected in 
the President’s August budget re- 
vision, which cut estimated Army 
spending this fiscal year from the 
$62,000,000,000 January budget 
estimate to $56,000,000,000. 


Another $4,500,000,000 of the 
War Department reserves, Smith 
added, “has been set up against 
1944, this fiscal year, appropria- 
tions which were intended for ex- 
penditure in the fiscal year 1945 
or thereafter. 

“The final $2,500,000,000 in re- 
serves,” Smith continued, “was 
due to an increase in the estimated 
amount of unobligated appropria- 
tions carried over from the fiscal 
year 1943. 

“Thus, these reserves reflect 
savings which have already been 
taken into account in the August 
revision of estimated -xpenditures 
for the fiscal year 1944, or they 
reflect a reduction in expenditures 
of previous or future fiscal years.”

1. Water your evergreens be- 
fore the ground freezes.

2. Scatter coal ashes over del-| 
phinium crowns to protect them | 


from slugs. ‘ 


3. Do not burn leaves, put them | 


on compost heap and mulch with 
them. 

4. Trim off taller perennials and 
put them down for winter cover- 
ing. 

5. It is just as important to 
clean the vegetable. garden, not 
merely for the protection of vege- 
tables, but to get rid of pests. 

6. Clean up your shade trees, 
cutting out disease and broken 
branches.

Thus the diplomatic gesture of 
presenting for the first time an 
opera by a Slavic composer on an 
opening night, was somehow lost 
in the shuffle. A cable was read, 
however, from the composer, 
Dimitri Shostakovitch, commend- 
ing the Metropolitan for its ges- 
ture. And the newspaper column- 
ists made much of it, seeing an- 
other bond of friendship between 
Russia and this country in the 
fact that “Boris” was chosen for 
the event, 

The first opera ever given at the 
Met, 60 years ago, was Verdi's 
“Aida.” It was also sung in Ital- 
ian by 85 singers, one of whom 
was an American. One would 
never have known, however, that 
she was native. For she’d changed 
her name to Alwina. Valleria— 
which sounded more foreign, more 
exotic than Alice Smith. 

Sixty years later, at the “Boris” 
opening, there were 46 American- 
born members of the cast. Prin- 
cipals included Pinza (Italian), 
Marita Farell (American), Thel- 
ma Altman (American, making 
her Met debut as Feodoro, the 
Czar’s son), Anna Kaskas (Ameri- 
can), Alessio de Paolis (Ameri- 
can), Mack Harrell (American), 
Nicola Moscona (Greek), Armand 
Tokaytan (Hungarian), Kerstin 
Thorborg (American), Leonard 
Warren (American), Salvatore 
Baccaloni (Italian), and John Dud- 
ley, Doris Doe, John Garris, John 
Gurney, Ossie Hawkins (from Co- 
lumbus, Ga.), all American-born, 
Lorenzo Alvary (Hungarian), Ger- 
hard Pechner and Emery Darcy 
(French). 

Of the remaining 39 singers who 
were not American-born, 28 are 
naturalized Americans. 

“The trend has been reversed 
completely,” said Edward Johnson, 
for nine years general manager of 
the Metropolitan Opera. “America 
is no longer an importer of talent, 
but an exporter.” 

In 60 years America has become 
self-sufficient musically, if one is 
to go by the opening of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera’s diamond jubilee 
season. But its first-night audi- 
ences are comparatively unchang- 
ed.

Has Surplus for Year 
The Georgia Experiment Sta- 
tion, near Griffin, added $15,026 
to its cash on hand and closed 
the fiscal year with a $33,576 sur- 
plus, State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
reported. 

Operation costs of the station 
were $3,149 greater than during 
the’ preceding year, running to 
$281,057. However, they were $4.,- 
203 below the expenditures of 
1941. Greatest increases this year 
were caused by rise in salaries 
and costs of supplies and mate. 
rials, while the biggest decrease 
was in traveling expenses and 
equipment replacements. The sta- 
tion has 54 employes as compared 
with 60 last year and 61 in 1941.

The 
league was established upon rec- 
ommendation of the Council of 
Social Agencies after a survey by 
the agency revealed areas un- 
touched and needs unmet in the 
welfare planning for the Negro 
population of the city. 

Clarence A. Laws, executive 
secretary, is on leave with the 
armed forces. Grady Farley, in- 
dustrial secretary, is doing a good 
job. 

During the past six months the 
Urban League has placed 72 per- 
manent employes with downtown 
department stores. These persons 
have been placed in the capacities 
of stock room clerks and workers, 
window trimmers, janitresses, 
clothes markers, porters, maids 
and elevator operators. 

Many Employed. 


At Dillard University, eight per- 
sons have been employed: three 
dishwashers, two. cooks, three 
maids: at Tulane cafeteria, four 
soda fountain girls, three cooks; 
American Legion building, seven 
waitresses. 

Clerical positions have been se- 
cured also. Many others have 
been referred for positions. 

The league has done much to 
better relationship between the 
employers and employes in pri- 
vate homes. The agency receives 
an average of 26 calls for work- 
ers per day, registers and inter- 
views an average of 23 persons 
per day. -Jobs given include 
three butlers, five chauffeurs, 196 
housekeepers, 124 maids, 20 prac- 
tical nurses, 113 part-time work- 
ers, 85 nursemaids, 92 cooks, 12 
art school models, 13 office assist- 
ants, 40 dishwashers, five janitors, 
11 salesmen. 

In July, 1942, the United States 
Employment Service, through one 
of its personnel directors, asked 
the league to take over the han- 
dling of domestic jobs for the du- 
ration. Since that time, the league 
has rapidly grown as one of the 
city’s most prominent employ- 
ment agencies. Since January, 
1943, 891 persons have been 
placed on domestic jobs. 

The New Orleans Urban League 
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played a definite part in co-opera- 
tion with the National Negro 
health week committee and dis- 
tributed literature to schools, 
churches, housing projects and 
other public places. It co-operat- 
ed with the Negro division of the 
antivenereal disease campaign.

in a study on prostitution con- 


ducted by the Associate? Chamber 
of Commerce, 

The Urban League office was 
used as headquarters for the sec- 
ond war loan drive and $7,000 in 
bonds were sold by the league per- 
sonnel, 

The league is now taking the 
initiative in forming a committee 
that will furnish scholarships to 
deserving Negro students in high 
schools who cannot find means 
of support while pursuing an edu- 
cation. 

The New Orleans Urban League 
gives information on point ration- 
ing and block planning; conducts 
an advice bureau; refers cases to 
the Red Cross and other agencies; 
recruits laborers for war indus- 
trial plants; finds employment 
for students and furnishes ma- 
terial on different phases of Ne- 
gro life.

Dudley Glass 

The death of Dudley Glass on Saturday 
morning brought sadness into probably more 
homes in Georgia than would the passing of 
any other man. For Dudley was, perhaps, the 
most popular newspaper columnist in Georgia. 
For more years than most of us.can remember 
his daily column, of recent years in The Con- 
stitution and before that in the old Atlanta 
Georgian, brought a smile, a chuckle to tens 
of thousands of regular readers. . 

Dudley was more than a personality. He 
was a Georgia institution. 

His column was notable for its humanness, 
its kindly humor. Never acid, never bitter, he 
wrote of the little things of daily life, of his 
dog, Ding, of the people he met and of the 
homely Georgia virtues and foibles. 

He was known, personally, all over the state. 
No meeting of the Georgia Press Association 
was complete without his presence. He loved 
nothing better than to write of the remote 
beauty spots of Georgia mountains and coast 
which he so often visited. 

His column was a daily tonic during these 
days of war's emotional strain. It was like a 
ray of sunshine bringing a smile to lips too 
long compressed in anxiety. 

His death is a loss that will be long felt in 
Georgia. But the memory of his columns will 
remain far longer. 


The Dairymen’s View 

State Milk Control Director Alton Cogdell 
has adequately voiced the views of Georgia's 
dairymen with his statement milk subsidies 
should be continued until a better plan is 
formulated. 

There is no denying the seriousness of the 
plight in which the state’s dairymen found 
themselves before the government recently 
granted a subsidy of approximately four cents 
a gallon on milk. ; 

Milk producers all over Georgia were being 
forced to sell off their herds rather than to 
remain in a business which daily grew more 
unprofitable. Many a good dairy cow has been 
sold for beef during the past year, a fact which 
in no way tends to alleviate the worsening 
shortage of milk. 

“I do not say subsidies are a good thing,” 
Cogdell declared. “I hope congress will pro- 
vide us with a better and more permanent 
plan of relief. What I do say is the subsidy 
should be centinued until a better plan is 
placed in service. The dairyman has just now 
gotten his first subsidy checks. With con- 
tinued aid, his dairy should be able to increase 
its milk production. Surely, Georgia congress- 
men, knowing this situation, will have a per- 


, manent plan ready to place into operation be- 


fore they stop subsidy checks.” 

There is, quite obviously, only one alterna- 
tive to subsidies. ‘That is th? lifting of the 
OPA ceiling on the retail price of milk, an un-

Snarled Terrain of Italy 

The rapid advance of the Russians in push- 
ing the Nazis back through the Ukraine area 
as contrasted with the slow advance of the 
Americans, British and Canadians in Itely 
would indicate the Russians have some- 
thing ihe Allies do not possess, and that 
is correct. But it is not superior implements 
of war, valor of the combatants, or cleverness 
of the generals in command—it is the differ- 
ence in the terrain of the two battlegrounds. 

Nature must have been kind when the 
topography of the Ukraine was formed, as its 
rolling plains up to the foothills of the Car- 
pathian mountains indicate; but she must 
have been wild with rage when the terrain of 
Italy came into existence, for the Appenine 
chain of mountains is snarled into a succession 
of short, individual jagged peaks and deeply 
eroded highlands. 

The mountain range which traverses Italy 
from its northern boundary to the toe of the 
boot is like the backbone of some prehistoric 
monster of the animal kingdom, The peaks 
vary from 3,500 feet to as much as 7,400, and 
many of the latter are snow-covered the year 
round. Swift streams gash the central chain 
into a succession of short, transverse ranges, 
along which are the only roads for crossing 
from one side to the other. The best trans- 
portation routes follow the east and west 


coasts. 
The terrain is better suitei for defense 


than attack. The Allied Nations are perform- 
ing an heroic tas’ in driving the Nazis from 
one stronghold after another, for it is an easy 
matter for the Germans to fortify those snarled 
natural defenses.

The story of Exodus is a story of a minority 
race and its persecutions and its effort to find 


its own soul after

It is a narrative illustrating the wrongs of

The Sunday school lesson was the Ninth Commandment, about not 
bearing false witness, said the young man, and that is a part of 


anti-Semitic nonsense. 


It used to rile me to read about (and once_I saw) so-called 


Christian ministers letting the Ku 


Klux Klan march in, in the 


name of Christianity, and make a contribution while all the con- 


gregation gawked at the boys in their sheets. 


Christianity simply 


could not be a part of the Klan or any of its imitations such as 
Vigilantes or Silver Shirts or any of the Brown Shirt boys. Chris- 
tianity is based on the brotherhood of man and the Fatherhood 
of God and I guess that includes Jews and Catholics and all other 
peoples which the Klan and all its associated societies denied. 


ANTI-SEMITIC 


If you recall the story of Exodus you will 


recall that the Children of Israel came into 
Egypt. They had been used to hardship and so they worked hard 
and they worked long. They also produced a lot of children and 
soon they began to be so many of them the new king noted it. 
So, they started a propaganda campaign against the Jews. 
They probably had the Klan of that day and the Silver Shirts. 
We know they had some organization. ’ 
They made the lives of the Jews bitter with hard labor and 


low wages.

It 
was, rather, the thought of a re- 
grettable, tragic, but desirable end 
to be achieved. Desirable because 
such an end for Germany seemed 
to be the only way in which the 
world could hope to find a future 
of peace and brotherhood. The 
history of centuries is ample proof 
that the German way of thought 
is a way of conquest a slaughter. 
They are the greatest spot of war 
plague infection in all the world. 


Bit by Bit, 
‘It ls Happening. 


Now, as the Allied bombers roar 
over Germany, night after night, 
as the two-ton block-busters 
scream down onto German cities, 
the dream of the lever to destroy 
that nation is, piece by piece, 
coming true. 

Bremen, Hamburg, Essen, Co- 
logne, many others, and now Ber- 
lin, are being ground into dust 
and death. There are, it is said, 
90 German cities on the list for 
such treatment if the German 
people do not make unconditional! 
surrender before the job is done. 


And the thought behind it re. 
mains the same. A thought of re- 
gret, of sorrow that such things 
are necessary, but firmer realiza- 
tion even than before that they 
are absolutely necessary. 

In war after war they have 
provoked, the German people 
have proven there is only one 
international language they are 
capable of understanding. That 
is the language of ‘force. Hence,

we must speak to them in that 
language, in manner they will 
never forget, not through all the 
generations to come. 

I hope it will not be necessary 
to turn all 90 of the cities listed 
for destruction into heaps of 
smouldering dust and_e debris, 


smeared with the blood of their) 
dead, but if it is necessary it must | 


be done. And, to quote, “If it 
were done, when ‘tis done, then 
‘twere well it were done quickly.” 


Millions 


Homeless. 

Reports from Germany told of 
ten million homeless people, evac- 
uees from the bombed cities, roam- 
ing the country, with no roof to 
shelter and with no place to call 
home. That was before the recent 
bombings of Berlin. If, as report- 
ed, the entire population of that 
city is now in like condititon, add 
from three to four million tq the 
total. 

No country can long exist in 
such a state. That is why there 
have been so many comments, 
from Allied leaders, in recent days 
predicting some sort of a break in 
German resistance in the not far 
distant future. 


The Gestapo holds the German 
people in grip of iron, inflicting 
penalties not short of death for 
the slightest sign of weakening. 


But there is a time coming when 
life in Germany will become so 
awful, not even fear of the Ges- 
tapo will hold the people in sub- 
jection. There is a point in hu- 
man misery when death becomes 
preferable to life. When that 
point is reached by a sufficient 
number of Germans not all the 
Gestapo can do, not all the fight- 
ing power of German arms, will 
be able to stop the revolt that 
will come. 


Spring is the time when Army 
staffs plan to launch new offen- 
sives. If Germany is to make an- 
other battle effort, it will require 
unbelievable sacrifice by her dis- 
traught people, to provide the 
means of war. And it does not 
appear possible for the German 
people, driven half mad by a win- 
ter of bombed horror and battle 
reverses, to rise to that task again. 

It may be that, by spring, all, 
or almost all, of the 90 cities listed 
for destruction, will have gone. 
It may be all 90 must be ground 
into the dust before the Germans 
break. 

I hope not, for no man desires 
to see such horror indefinitely 
continued. 


But I'd rather see the whole of 
Germa@y nothing but the scarred 
desert where a people once lived, 
I'd rather see it a smoking pit of 
desolation, than see this war end 
before the Germans have learned 
a lesson severe enough to make 
them keep the peace for 20 cen- 
turies to come.

The astronomers calcu- 
late this to mean that 990 quad- 
rilllon miles stretch out between 
them. 

These _ astronomical figures 
mean little to the average layman, 
yet it does set one to dreaming 
as he looks at the heavens. A 
clear winter night has a gift of 
dazzling beauty for everyone who 
will look upward. There is a dig- 
nity in the starlight dome, with 
its subdued radiance of golden 
glory, its vast encircling sweep, 
and its silent expression of power. 
Is there not an immediate sugges- 
tion of the Divine? “There is no 
spoken language; their voice is 
not heard,” and yet they speak 
a message straight to the heart 
telling of the “glory of God.” 

The Glory of God. 

One can imagine the poet-shep- 
herd, prone upon some hillside of 
Judea, his dreamy eyes looking 
upward at the midnight sky, when 
his soul breaks forth in that im- 
mortal psalm: “The heavens de- 
clare the glory of God and the 
firmament showeth His handi- 
work.” And yet what a little uni- 
verse it was that David saw. The 
earth on which he was lying was 
the largest thing in it, and that, 
so far as he knew, was not many 
miles broad. It was, too, the cen- 
ter of his universe. 

The sun was created to give it 
light by day, and the moon and 
stars by night. 

With what a changed signifi- 
cance we look up and recite his 
words: “The heavens declare the 
glory of God.” As modern tele- 
scopes have swept the heavens 
with their sensitive cameras, ever 
and anon some Columbus of the 
skies discovers islands and con- 
tinents of starry clusters in a 
limitless universe; the observatory 
speaks to us today in terms of 
millions of stars visible to the 
telescope, and tells us that each 
one is a mighty sun, possibly the 
center of its own planetary sys- 
tem. 

Yes. The universe grows larger 
and more glorious as science lifts 
the curtained horizon of our 
knowledge, and the ever-widening 
circle becomes ae revelation of 
more worlds. And now we can 
read with a new meaning that 
simply, but beautifully significant, 
overture to revelation: “In the be- 
ninning, God created the heavens 
and the earth.” How greatly our 
idea of the heavens has expanded. 
Yes. But the God who created 
them must circle His creation, and 
His glory must be even brighter 
than the radiance of the bright- 
ness of the stars. Because as far 
as the telescope can see, or mathe- 
matics calculate, there is the sign 
mantial of the same Master-archi- 
tect. So far as vision and reason 
can follow, the same laws of grav- 
ity, heat, light, and motion, are all 
in force.

MILTON MET GALILEO 
NEAR FLORENCE 


Perhaps the happiest year in all 
his somber-colored life was the 
year Milton spent in Italy. When 
he entered that country in 1638 he 
was at the peak of his earlier 
poetic period. Florence was, of 
course, the main object of his 


travels, for no Italian city of the 


time rivaled Florence in learning, 
in literary and academy society. 
And it was near Florence, in his 
villa crowning the heights of Bel- 
losguarda, that the famous young 
English poet called on, and was 
warmly welcomed, by the blind 
and aging Galileo who, as Milton 
afterward wrote, had “grown old, 
a prisoner to the Inquisition, for 
thinking in astronomy otherwise 
than the Franciscan and Domini- 
can licensers thought.” 

Goethe was another world-fa- 
mous figure whose Italian visits 
made a deathless mark upon his 
great career. “I pardon all who 
lose their senses in Naples,” he 
once wrote, and again: “Monte 
Pellegrino is the most beautiful 
headland in the world.” He loved 
Sicily deeply, at a later date set- 
ting down, in his own handwrit- 
ing: “Italy, without Sicily, leaves 
no image to the soul; here is the 
key to all.” Sicily’s Greek tem- 
ples held him spellbound, and till 
the end of his days he never for- 
got to sing the praises of Segeste, 
Girgenti, Catania, and Taormina, 
which, only a few weeks ago, have 
known the prideful and coura- 
geous footprints, and the hallowed 
blood, of American soldiers.

In Pisa, she first handed 
Robert the famous manuscript of 
her deathless “Sonnets From the 
Portuguese,” much to his amaze- 
ment and delight. It is in Flor- 
ence, in the English cemetery 
there, that her ashes enrich the 
earth, as in Rome, those of Keats 
and Shelley. make the Protestant 
cemetery near to holy ground.

MARTIN Sought by Glynn County Doctor 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Nov. 27.—The other morning Dr. M. E. 


Winchester, the twinkle-eyed, 


rotund public health officer 


for the county of Glynn, got a telephone call that left him a 


little dazed. 
“Doctor,” said the voice at the 
other end of the long-distance wire, 
establish a mon- 
key farm.” 

Dr. Winches- 
ter hoped it 
was a joke, but 
he knew it 
wasn’t. The 
voice was that 
of one of Amer- 
ica’s great re 
search scient- 
ists. He was 
speaking for a 
group of the na- 
tion’s leading 
institutions in 
the field of med- 
ical research. 
People like that 


d ong distance to 
make wisecracks about monkeys 
at 8 o’clock in the morning. 

Weakly, he began to protest. 

“I have been many things in my 
time,” he said. “But my experience 
at raising monkeys has been slight. 
As a matter of fact I have never 
been closer to a monkey than to 
observe one in a cage at the zoo. 
To tell the truth, I do not like 
monkeys. They are dirty.” 

“Monkeys,” said the voice at the 
other end of the wire, are among 
the cleanest of the animals. They 


are also tractable and easy to han- 
dle.

All we hope 
that you can do for us is to find 
a suitable place—an island pref 
erably—on which we can establish 
these monkeys. We will send our 
own monkey men to see that they 
are cared for. 
Needed for Research, 

“Here is the situation. Monkeys, 
as you know are indispensible in 
laboratory research. They suffer 
from the same ills that beset hu- 
man beings, and they respond to 
medical treatment as do human 
beings. The monkey is a ‘great 
martyr to medical science.’ ” 

“T am aware of all that,” said 
Dr. Winchester, “but—” 

The voice continued. 

“War, as you can understand, has 
played hob with their monkey sup- 
ply. Monkeys which we formerly 
obtained with ease from Africa, In- 
dia, and elsewhere, now cannot be 
obtained at all. We are running 
sadly low on monkeys and the 
cause of medical science is suffer- 
ing for it. 

“We have thought the whole sit- 
uation out thoroughly. We have 
made a study of the climate of 
Glynn county. We feel that our 
monkeys would be very happy 
there. In fact, in that atmosphere 
of sunshine and general well-be- 
ing, they would probably thrive.”

Dr. Winchester broke in. “I an- 


not sure—” 
500 Monkeys. 

“Our 
studies of the subject indicate that 
with the normal increase in the 
monkey population, taking into 
consideration the fact that the 
usual breeding cycle may be some- 
what upset by a change of locale, 
we can fulfill our requirements 
with an original population of 500 
monkeys. We can obtain this 
number, With anticipated with- 
drawals for laboratory purposes 
remaining about as in the past, 
the total would remain constant 
somewhere in the.neighborhood of 
this figure.” 

“I am not sure,” Winchester be- 
gan to protest, “that our citizens 
down here would rejoice at the 
thought of having 500 monkeys 
dwelling here in the community, 
What if these 500 monkeys should 
escape? Imagine chasing 500 mon- 
keys over Glynn county! If they 
were to get into the shipyards. ...” 

“They won't get into the ship- 
yards,” said the voice. “If they 
do, just teach them to weld and 
put them to work. But they won't 
escapé in the first place if you 
find an island for them. Monkeys 
do not like to get their feet wet. 
They are very particular about 
mud, too. Mud flats at low tide 
and the water at high tide are all 
the barriers that will be needed.”

“But——,” said Winchester, fee 
bly. 

“Is this,” said the voice, “the 
Winchester whose unflagging zeal 
in the cause of public health has 
brought nationwide fame to his 
county? Is this the Winchester 
who conducted the field tests on 
atabrine that proved what that 
drug will and will not do? Is this 
the Winchester of the bad-blood 
wagon?” 

“It is,” said the doctor. “But—” 

“Alright, then. This, too, is in 
the cause of science. Stir around 
down there and find an island— 
about 25 acres will do, for it’s 
hard to catch a monkey if you give 
him much more room than that— 
and let us know how you are mak- 
ing out as soon as possible. We’ve 
got to do something quick!” 

“Well, all right,” said Winches- 
ter. 

That seemed to cast the die. So 
now the. doctor is scurrying 
around buttonholing his friends, 
inquiring if they have available 
an island suitable for a monkey 
farm. 

He will probably turn up with 
one soon. And not long thereaft- 
er among the bearded oaks will 
squeak and gibber 500 contented 
Simians.

Voters express their dislike for 
government methods in many 
ways. Many speak of “too much 
red tape too much govern- 
ment interference ... poor organ- 
ization ... failure on the part of 
President Roosevelt to delegate 
authority and power... too much 
bureaucracy.” 

2. Coddling of Iabor: Voters 
who have switched parties express 
their dislike of the administra- 
tion’s handling of labor problems 
in this manner: “Roosevelt lets 
labor get away with murder... 
the government has shown that 
it doesn’t know how to handle 
strikes .... the President gave in 
to Lewis.” 

3. Government extravagance: 
The question of what voters de- 
scribe as a “spend-thrift govern- 
ment,” coupled with irritation 
over taxes of all kinds, comes 
third in the frequency of men- 
tion. 

4. Failure to keep prices down:

5. Bad job of rationing: Failure 
properly to administer the ration-

WAR sometimes gives a man a 
second chance in life. Major Gen- 
eral Lewis B. Hershey, Director of 
Selective Service, taught me that 
in this story. Despite 30 years of 


soldiering, he still seems a good deal ~ 


like the small-town schoolmaster he 
used to be. He lets his spectacles 
hang on one ear while he talks — 
and he talks well. Here is the story: 

In the spring of 1918, when the 
going was rough for the Allies in 
France, a sheriff came to the com- 
pany Office of an Army captain 
near E] Paso, Texas. He had a war- 
rant for one of the captain’s men. 
The captain regarded the sheriff 
thoughtfully : “I don’t know whether 
he’s one of mine or not. I'll see and 
let you know.” 


SHOWDOWN. When the sheriff 
was gone, the captain called the man 
in. He was tall and calm and looked 
younger than he probably was. 

The captain spoke abruptly. 

“‘What does the sheriff want with 
you?” 

The answer came slowly. “‘A kill- 
ing, I guess.” 

“‘How did it happen?” 

“I was working in Arizona. One 
night I went to a party. A guy got 
tough. There was a fight.” 

“Was it a fair fight?’’ 

“*Yes,”’ the soldier said deliberate- 
ly, “it was fair.”’ 

The captain looked up and down 
the long figure of the man before 
him. “‘We’re sending some replace-

ments to France,”’ he said. ““Would 
you be willing to go?”’ 

“I would, sir,” the soldier said. 
_- In 1923, the captain was on duty 
in Texas again. A ranchman came 
to see him. 

“I don’t suppose you remember 
me,” the ranchman said.

“What happened to you?” 

“After the war I went back to 
Arizona and stood trial. I convinced 
the jury it was a fair fight — self- 
defense.” 

He hesitated a moment, then 
added : “Of course, the Congressional 
Medal of Honor may have helped.”

What a famous screen star discovered 
during a trip through wartime America

1LM stars are fortunate in having 

friends everywhere. They meet us 

with affectionate interest and beam- 
ing smiles of welcome wherever we go. 
They trust us because we are men and 
women of no official importance, have no 
axes to grind. So maybe it was natural 
that our government, searching for “‘min- 
ute men” to encourage the sale of War 
Bonds, should think of the actors. And 
we are proud to have beeh called upon. 

Recently I returned with the Holly- 
wood Bond Cavalcade from a tour through 
nineteen states of this country; last year, 
I was one of those who pioneered on such 
tours alone. It was a revelation to me — 
my personal discovery of America. There 
was, for instance, my visit to Williamson, 
a mining town tucked away in the West 
Virginia mountains. It was one of the 
most illuminating experiences of my 
life. 

I had come from California, where 
one could not help being war-conscious. 
There we had naval and shipbuilding ac- 
tivities all along the coast, enormous 
training camps all over the state, huge air- 
craft factories. The sky was always full of 
fighters and bombers practicing, the nights 
laced with searchlights over dimmed-out 
cities, the roads crowded with long lines 
of khaki trucks loaded with soldiers. 


Bur here in West Virginia, I had been 
driven since six o’clock in the morning 
by State Troopers over valleys and 
mountains on deserted roads, through a 
world at peace. I looked about me amazed 
at this quiet countryside. Here we passed 
nothing on the road but a farm wagon 
full of Berkshire hogs, saw nothing in the 
clear sky but an occasional soaring hawk. 

I looked down at the town as we 
approached, and wondered how I could 
ever make the fortunate inhabitants of 
this little isolated Shangri-La in the heart 
of America realize that we were at war — 
a war in which every man, woman and 


child who loves freedom is a fighter, . 


whether shopping on Main Street or land- 
ing an amphibian on a foreign beach, 
whether feeding the livestock on a farm 
or flying through a wall of flak over a 
German factory, whether collecting house- 
hold salvage or throwing a hand grenade 
into a Japanese machine-gun nest. 

I need not have worried. As we climbed 
onto the rostrum in the middle of the 
main street, Williamson put on a parade 
that taught me an unforgettable lesson. 
The spirit of America came marching 


through that little town. First came the 
boys and girls in Scout uniforms, then the 
Red Cross, the USO, the civilian-volun- 
teer services, the miners, the workers of 
the town and the farmers from round 
about, in their blue denims. Last came the 
mothers of men in the service, in groups 
with one, two, three, or four-star badges 
of honor on their cotton dresses. Two 
gold-star mothers were among them. 


Nor twenty, not a hundred; but almost 
six hundred mothers marched in the peace- 
ful sunshine that morning, while every 
man, woman and child stood in the street 
to sing ‘““The Star-Spangled Banner” as I 
had never heard it sung before. : 

No, I didn’t need to remind them that 
there was a war on, or that it was their 
personal war. When I asked them to 
think of the look that would come over 
the faces of our fighting men if we should 
fail them, their own faces, as they listened, 
shone with solemn fervor, understand- 

Afterwards, some of those mothers 
came to speak to me. “While you spoke,”’ 
one of them said, “I was remembering 
my boy on the day he left — the smile 
on his face when he kissed me good-by. 
I’m proud he’s fighting to make the world 
safe for decent people to live in. And I'll 
help in any way I can to bring him 
safe back home again! I suppose we 
all are like that... ”’ 

So this was Williamson, tucked away 
in the West Virginia mountains, where I 
thought they wouldn’t know there was 
a war on. This was what I found in the 
heart of America. 


Ao in every village, every town, every 
great city, the spirit was the same — a 
complete awareness of the international 
and personal meaning of this war, a sim- 
ple determination to work, save and plan 
to bring victory nearer, and bring the 
fighting men home again — home to the 
kind of life they’re fighting to preserve. 
Neighbors all. Fighters all. 

For the heart of America beats every- 
where as it beats in Williamson’s main 
street — in Times Square, in the village 
marketplaces, in the factories, on the 
farms, in the schools and in the homes. 

A mighty heartbeat that pulses round 
the world, giving new strength to the de- 
fenders of freedom, new hope to the vic- 
tims of tyranny, and steady courage to 
the brave Americans who are out fighting 
our war on the battlefront.

HE doctor shortage is real. One-third of 
our effective medical manpower is now 
on duty with the armed forces. War 
industry is using many doctors and nurses to 
safeguard the health of workers. Most physi- 
cians still available to the public are 
heavily overworked; there is a limit to 
the number of patients they can care for. 
Nevertheless, this ts a situation which need 
not cause undue alarm. If we keep our heads, 
and use our heads, we can get along very well. 
The key to the whole situation is in the hands 
of you, the American people. When you really 
need a doctor, you need him. You — and 
nearly everyone — can be reasonably sure 
of getting a doctor at such times of real need, 
#f we all do the things which will relieve doc- 
tors of having to spend time on ailments 
which are obviously minor and on major ail- 
ments which could have been avoided. 


Sick Rate Down 


F ORTUNATELY, our nation’s health has never 
been better than it is now. There are a few 
vulnerable points, to be sure, which health 
authorities are watching attentively. Tuber- 
culosis, for instance, seems to be rising with 
the increase in hours on the assembly lines. 
In some homes where it is difficult to find 
time to buy the right foods or to prepare 
them in the right way, malnutrition is begin- 
ning to appear. In certain overcrowded in- 
dustrial centers, poor housing, poor sanita- 
tion and other unwholesome conditions have 
increased disease. Yet, taking the United 
States as a whole, only three in every hun- 
dred persons at any one time are sick or in- 
jured. Generally speaking, even our depleted 
number of doctors and nurses can take care 
of this proportion of the population. 
Admittedly, some communities are worse

off than others. Many rural areas, for in- 
stance, had too few doctors and nurses even 
before the war; and young country doctors, 
particularly in the South, were the first to 
enlist. The boom towns, which have grown 
from villages to cities since 1940, are acutely 
short of everything needed for healthful liv- 
ing; doctors, nurses, hospital beds, safe milk 
and water + even collection of garbage! 
Steps are being taken, however, to share 
the nhysicians still available more fairly. 
Some doctors are being relocated. In more 
than half the states where the situation is 
most critical, no more doctors are being re- 
cruited by the Army or Navy. Some com- 
munities left with no doctors at all are served 
by officers of the U.S. Public Health Service. 
Even so, the supply of doctors is spread 
so thin that the basic job of keeping 
Americans healthy must be done in the 
homes. There is something of a paradox in 
the fact that a generation which has been 
educated to turn to the doctor for the most 
minor maladies, suddenly discovers that the 
doctor’s time is too precious to be used for any- 
thing except matters of life and death. But 


Because of the doctor shortage, you may have to 
care for yourself without a physician's help — 
except in emergencies. Here is timely advice from 
the man who knows most about our nation’s health

that is the case today. To be sure that a doctor 
will be available when the real emergencies 
arise, you can save his time in three ways: 

1. Prevent illness by daily health habits 
which most of us know something about but 
only a few do much about. 

2. Learn what to do for the minor affec- 
tions which make up by far the greater part 
of illness in family life. 

3. Learn how to.know an emergency when 
you see one. 


When to Call the Doctor 


P ERHAPS that last rule may seem rather 
formidable to people who have always relied 
completely on doctors; so let’s consider the 
three rules in reverse order. 

In the first place, it is comforting to know 
that there are very few situations in which 


the immediate attention of a doctor will mean 


the difference between life and death. Even 
in times of peace, such situations usually can 
be dealt with only in a hospital. Nevertheless, 
there is no substitute for the competent phy- 
sician when you really need him. How can 
you be sure that you do? 
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One good way is to take the Red Cross 
Home Nursing Course. Every woman not on 
a full-time job should do this. Every man and 
woman should take the Red Cross First Aid 
Course. The two provide invaluable training. 

There are a few simple signs which, if re- 
ported accurately to the doctor, help him to 
decide if a sick person should be seen at once. 


Every adult should know how to take a tem- 
perature and count the pulse and respiration. 
Anyone with a fever should be in bed. 

Pain is one of nature’s danger signals; the 
more severe and sudden the pain, the more 
significant. In the abdomen it may mean 
acute appendicitis, so a cathartic should never

be given — until the doctor has ruled out this 
possibility. . 

Abnormal sluggishness, drowsiness or sleep- 
iness, if associated with fever, should cause 
concern, especially in a child. Such symptoms 
frequently represent toxemia from an infec- 
tion. In most infectious diseases, the tempera- 
ture, respiration and pulse rate rise togéther. 
In pneumonia, respiration is disproportion- 
ately rapid. It is important, also, to be able 
to report to the doctor anything unusual 
about the excretions. 

For the treatment of minor ailments and 
accidents at home, without recourse to the 
doctor, the first rule is: Stock your medicine 
cabinet with approved items only; don’t load 
up with patent medicines and embark on an 
orgy of self-medication. It is dangerous to 
give drugs without proper diagnoses. “‘Sulfa’’ 
drugs, for example, can do great harm if 
administered without professional advice. 

Treating the Celd 
Te medicine cabinet should cortain only 
those drugs and supplies needed for first-aid 
treatment and those prescribed by the doc- 
tor. You can find an adequate list of first-aid 
items, together with detailed instructions to 
meet the usual family problems, in the Red 

More people are temporarily disabled by 
the common cold than by any other single 
cause. Not even the best doctors know how 
to avoid colds entirely. Everybody, however, 
can lessen the risk of colds by living up to 
common-sense health rules. Colds are of many 
types. Every cold with fever should be treated 
in. bed until 24 hours after the temperature 
is normal. Many severe complications, in- 
cluding a majority of pneumonias, follow 
neglect of the common cold, 


Nowadays people are talking of the possi- 
bility of another influenza epidemic such as 
that of 1918-19. There are now no signs of 
it on the horizon; there were such signs, which 
went unheeded early in 1918. As isolated 
cases appear, however, they should be treated 
exactly as a patient is treated with a severe 
cold. The ordinary case of influenza has few 
symptoms to distinguish it from a cold ex- 


cept that the prostration is greater, persists 
longer, and greater care should be taken to 
prevent a relapse. 


Wartime Health Rules 


Tus.most important thing of all, however, 
which most people can do to beat the doctor 
shortage is to keep themselves and their fami- 
lies healthy in the first place. Many good 
books have been written on the subject of 
health habits. It is not possible to put their 
substance into a few paragraphs; now, of all 
times, the best of these books should be read 
or re-read. In the meantime, however, here 
are some important wartime points: 

1. A well-nourished family is the first bar- 
rier to disease. None of the food shortages we 
have experienced so far have been detri- 
mental to health; some of them have even 
been helpful to people who liked to eat too 
many sweets, too much fat, or just too much 
food. Whatever additional foods may be ra- 
tioned during the coming year, there is every 
prospect that we shall be able to get the calo- 
ries that we need for body fuel, and the pro- 
tein, vitamin and mineral totals that we need. 
It is simply a matter of choosing wisely from 
what is available, and cooking it properly. 

2. Warm clothing will offset short fuel 
rations, so far-as the health of most of us is 


Our Army is getting along with proportionately fewer doctors than in peacetime! Do your share too 


concerned. Last winter taught us that there 
is a wide gap between the comfort line and 
the danger line in heating a home; there was 
no unseasonable increase in respiratory dis- 
eases. If most of us will wear warm clothes 
when not actively at work, the 70-degree 
temperatures can be concentrated in the 
rooms used by infants, the aged and the ill. 
As far as older children are concerned, it is 
more important to watch out for the wet feet, 
the runny nose, the aching ear and fever than 
to keep them in hot rooms. 

3. Fatigue is a major factor in increasing 
susceptibility to disease, especially mental 
fatigue. These are days of hard work, but 
every worker, including the mother at home, 
should get some relaxing exercise in the open 
air every day of decent weather. The day of 
rest, whenever it comes, should include 
planned recreation. But the less time spent 
in crowds the better, especially during the 
winter months when respiratory infections 
are prevalent. And remember, a full quota of 
sleep is essential for all of us. 

4. War conditions make it more important 
than ever to combat communicable illness 
before it starts. It is only because parents 
grew lax about preventive measures that 
there have been outbreaks of smallpox in 


several sections of the country during the 
past year. Every child should be vaccinated 
in infancy and again about the time of enter- 
ing school. Diphtheria toxoid should be 
administered routinely to every infant. 

If war work forces a family to move into 
an area where the sanitation of milk and 
water is not under strict control, each mem- 
ber should obtain an inoculation against 
typhoid fever. Chest X-rays of young people 
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from the age of adolescence onward make it 
possible to detect and cure tuberculosis before 
it gets a firm foothold. This is especially neces- 
sary for young children if there has been a 
case of active tuberculosis in the household. 

It is easy — but unnecessary and dan- 
gerous — to neglect “‘little” things in war- 
time. Having the teeth looked after before 
minor defects cause serious trouble should 
head the list of musts for the 1943-44 health 
session. The prompt fitting of glasses as 
needed will save much irritability and many 
headaches. The prized shoe coupon should be 
used for completely comfortable shoes. Spike 
heels and short lasts cause more misery 
than most organic diseases. 


It’s Emergency Insurance 


Y¥ ou are always deing yourself s favor dian 
you take good care of your health and that 
of your family. Now, with so many doctors 
gone to war, it is more of a favor to yourself 
than ever — and also to all the rest of us. 
It is insurance against a situation in which 
there wouldn’t be doctors enough for the 
emergencies. 

In the absence of a doctor, a well-trained 
nurse is the next best friend and adviser; 
and the voluntary organizations maintaining 
staffs of visiting nurses are invaluable at 
this time. Where visiting nurses are available 
at an hourly rate, a doctor can keep in touch 
with many additional patients. 

In addition to doing everything you can 
to forestall the need of a doctor, you should 
plan in advance for the- time when you may 
need one. If your own doctor has gone into 
service, or if you are in a town where you 
know no doctors, inquire of the local health 
department, medical society or hospital as 
to those available. If possible, get acquainted 
with one; but call him to your house only if 
it is not possible to go to his office. 

War inevitably calls for sacrifice. There 


_will be no more medical luxuries. But if we 


apportion our medical skills where they are 
most needed, if we make the best use of what 
we have, share it, help one another and help 
ourselves, there will be no serious deteriora- 
tion in our national health. 


HEN I join this Army,” says Dan

Why, I 
am nothing but a sheep dog — only sheep 
are a lot nicer people than some of those 
Italian and Hun prisoners.”’ 

“Stull,” replies Kitty, “it must be a satis- 
faction to see them behind barbed wire.”’ 

“TF only see them sprawled all over the 
train,”’ says Dan, “and it don’t satisfy me 
at all. There are two quartets singing Travi- 
ata in every car. I would give my right eye 
for one good Irish tenor.”’ 

“That reminds me,”’ says Kitty. ‘““My sec- 
ond cousin once removed, Timmy O’Rorke 
of County Mayo and London, is in this coun- 
try. He’s been an RAF bombardier for more 
than two years, and he’s here on a mission.” 

“Lucky stiff,”’ sighs Dan. “I wish I’d 
joined the Air Corps. But if I did, they would 
find some way to put me to work as a subway 
guard. It’s sad the way I always try so hard 
and always draw the opposite.”’ 

He leaves the next morning to ride herd on 
another batch of prisoners. This time they 
end up at a prison camp in Missouri, which 
is a surprise to everyone, including the MP 
guards, because it is all very hush-hush, and 
no one ever knows where they will be going 
next. These prisoners are Germans, so there's 
no Traviata. In fact, there’s no singing at 
all, because the boys are sour about being 
prisoners, which naturally makes Dan feel 
a little better. He and the other MP’s come 
back when they have turned over their PW's 
at the camp, and as soon as Dan can get leave 
he starts for Kitty’s house, hoping he’ll be 
in time for dinner. 


Sue is sitting on the front steps — but not 
alone. Holding her hand like he owns it, is a 
good-looking, curly-headed kid, in a uniform 
of RAF blue. There are so many campaign 
ribbons on his chest he would come out in 
technicolor like a Walt Disney sunset, but 
still he is only a kid. If Kitty has to hold 
hands with someone while he is away, Dan 
is glad she picks a nice kid like this one. So 
his smile is almost friendly when he is intro- 
duced to the kid. 

“This is Timmy O’Rorke,” says Kitty, 
“my second cousin.”’ 

“Second once removed, Kitty me darling,”’ 
says Timmy. “’Tis a distance all relatives 
should keep — just close enough to make a 
kiss proper, and far enough away to make it 
nice.” 

Kitty laughs. “Timmy brought me this,” 
she says to Dan, holding up a bit of metal. 
“It’s German flak. He pulled it out of his 
plane’s undercarriage.”’ 

In Dan’s pocket is an Iron Cross he got 
from one of the Heinie prisoners in exchange 
for a bar of chocolate. But he doesn’t bother 
to bring it out. He just looks at the RAF kid. 
Some guys have all the luck. This kid is doing 
the business that really counts. When it’s 
over, he’ll have something to talk about. 
Not like Dan. All Dan can ever say will be, 
“‘I remember once just outside of Little Rock, 
two Heinie prisoners got in a fight over a 
pinochle game and I broke it up.” 

What kind of talk is that to give your 
grandchildren? 

Kitty is looking at the kid as though he 
is too wonderful to be true. ‘““Timmy’s been 
over Germany and occupied France on twen- 
ty different bombing missions,’’ she says, and 
there is so much admiration in her voice you 
could cut it up in .lices and pin it on his chest 
along with his other ribbons. “‘How many 
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bombs do you suppose you’ve dropped, 
Timmy?” 

“Close to a hundred,” says Tim casually. 
“Lots of other chaps have done better.” 

“Just think!” cries Kitty. “Why, the tar- 
gets you’ve knockéd out personally may help 
to shorten the war!” 

Dan grits his teeth. The only thing he has 
knocked out is a big German prisoner who 
keeps on giving the Nazi salute in the rail- 
road station in Kansas City when he’s been 
told a dozen times not to. Still, he don’t blame 
Kitty for eating the kid up with her eyes.

But it don’t make him feel any better. He 
wants to do some harm to the enemy, not 
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just stow him away and make him comfort- 
able for the duration. 

This time it is sort of a promotion, because 
the prisoners are Hun officers, all the spitting 
image of Eric von Stroheim around the back 
of the neck. They ride in air-conditioned 
sleeping cars, and Dan feels like a Pullman 
porter as he stands guard at the head of the 
aisle with his buddy, Private Ignace Pade- 
rewski Socowowitz, commonly known as 
Socker. It is a cool ride, but Dan is 
hot before it is an hour old, on ac- 
count of the way these Heinie offi- 
cers strut, especially one little cap- 
tain with a monocle, who complains 
in broken English because his berth 
isn’t made up right and the water 
in the cooler isn’t cold enough. 

Dan is glad when they get to a 
little way station in Oklahoma that looks like 
the end of the line. But there is a long con- 
ference on the platform between a lot of 
American officers, and then the train backs 
up and heads west again.

ANNA see a duck? They’re 

on the wing — more of 

them than in any season 
since 1927. Ducks Unlimited, na- 
tional sportsmen’s association de- 
voted to waterfowl restoration, 
made a survey in Canada during 
the breeding season last summer, 
and estimated that 125,000,000 
ducks would fly south this fall. 


Rest Spots 
One of the reasons for the record 
increase is that more sanctuaries 
have been created in recent years, 
and the ducks can now stop and 
build up their strength for the rest 
of the migration. 

Pioneer of all these refuges is on 
Lake Merritt, in Oakland, Cal. 
Originally it was just a marsh, 
but in 1909 the city developed it 
into a salt-water lake. In 1915 
Caretaker Albert Thomas — still 
on the job — decided the ducks 
stopping there were not getting 
enough to eat, and began to feed 
them, paying the cost himself. 
The lake’s popularity with 
ducks took a big jump; the 
city pays for the feed now. 

Thousands of ducks take ad- 
vantage of this hospitality every 
year. Sixty-nine species have been 
counted — ducks, plus wild geese, 
gulls, herons, even pelicans. 

Thousands of the ducks are 
banded every year with govern- 
ment bands; such birds have been 
reported by hunters in Alaska, 
Mexico, and on the Atlantic coast.

HE Army needed an airfield up 

in the Aleutians. Those who 

know such things knew exactly 
where they needed it — they had 
put one leg of a divider on a Jap 
outpost, opened the divider to the 
span of a bomber’s effective range 
on the map at hand, and swung an 
arc, and the arc had crossed a cer- 
tain pm-point island. But those who 
had been there knew that this island 
was a handful of rocks and two hand- 
fuls of volcanic cinder, and it hadn't 
a flat spot big enough to pitch a 
shelter-half.

OST famous of 
-_ holiday cook- 
ies is the Spritz — 
rich, crisp, shaped 
into stars, wreaths, 
crescents. Tradi- 
tionally, Spritz cookies are made 
with butter, and in other years 
this investment of butter has 
never been questioned — the re- 
wards were so great. But this year 
there is no butter to invest — 
and the famous cookie must be 
made with other fats. Here lies 
trouble. For all good cooks judge 
a cookie dough by its feel, by its 
texture. And when the proportion 
of fat to flour is as great as it is in 
the Spritz cookie, the kind of fat 
used is greatly responsible for tex- 
ture. 


VICTORY 


Don’t Add Milk 


Butter becomes softer at room 
temperature than any of the white 
cooking fats, such as lard, hydro- 
genated vegetable cooking fat or 
margarine. So the most common 
temptation in adapting the Spritz 
cookie to these times is to add a 
few tablespoons of milk to give the 
dough the soft fluffy look. This 
spoils the cookie entirely, and a 
great waste it is, this year of 
scarce fats. 

Each of the white fats (no drip- 
pings or meat fats can be used for 
the Spritz) gives a special charac- 
teristic to the dough. But each fat 
will give a good cookie — a rich, 
tender, golden-tinted bit of Christ- 
mas tradition. 

The standard recipe when made 
with lard will give a dough with a 
slightly grainy appearance. Not 
fluffy and not shiny, but quite soft 
to the touch. When put through 
the pastry tube which will shape 
the dough into holiday patterns, 
it does not gush forth but comes 
out sparingly. It takes watchful 
care to shape each cookie properly 
on the baking sheet. 


, Not So Soft 


Te standard Spritz recipe when 
matie with hydrogenated cooking 
fat gives a close-textured dough, 
light and soft to the touch, but 
not so soft as the butter-dough. 
This mixture passes easily through 
the cookie press, and care must be 
taken not to make the cookies too 
thick. The dough rises, but only 
slightly, during baking. 

The standard recipe made with 
margarine gives a dough very like 
that made with butter. Not quite 


quickly with the sugar, egg and 
flour and the dough has a brittle 
look, But completed, there is little 
difference between the dough made 
of margarine and the dough made 
of butter. Do not beat too hard 
and do not soften with milk. 

Use \% teaspoon of salt when 
making the cookies with lard or 
with hydrogenated fat. Use \{ tea- 
spoon salt when making the cook- 
ies with margarine. Powdered 
sugar or very finely granulated 
sugar gives better results than 
regular granulated. Keep all mate- 
rials at room temperature. 

No matter which fat is used, 
bake up the dough as soon as pos- 
sible. Standing sets the dough, 
chilling spoils it for the tube. 
Immediate baking gives the 
best results. Half fill the tube 
with the dough and press the 
cookie shapes out \-inch thick 
onto an ungreased baking sheet. A 
quick back turn of the press han- 
dle will cut the stream of dough off 
neatly, and the pattern will be 
very clear. 

Bake 10 to 12 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven. The white fats will not 
cause the cookies to spread quite 
so much as they do when made 
with butter. They will be almost 
as flavorful, exactly as crisp and 
tender. Those made with lard will 
have a crisper texture but a very 


good flavor. 

1 cup shortening 

4% cup powdered sugar 

l egg (large) 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla or \%& tea- 
spoon other flavoring 

3 cups sifted flour 


Cream shortening very well, add 
sugar and cream together until 
light and well blended. Add egg 
and beat slowly until well mixed. 
Add flavoring and salt. Add 2 cups 
sifted flour, a little at a time, beat- 
ing well. (If the electric mixer is 
used, stop the motor at this point 
and continue by hand.) Add re- 
maining flour and stir until a 
firm soft dough is formed. Perhaps 
only % cup will be needed. Turn 
dough into cookie press, press into 
Christmas shapes—stars, wreaths, 
crescents, etc.—on an ungreased 
cookie sheet. Decorate with a bit 
of candied rind or a nutmeat, if 
desired. Bake in moderate oven 
(375° F.) 10 to 12 minutes or until 
faintly brown. Remove to cooling 
rack and when cold pack into a tin 
box, and keep tightly closed in a 
dry place. Approximate yield: 
4 dozen cookies. (If the recipe is 
cut in half, use one small egg.)

English soldiers and sailors — from 

the British Isles to Africa — love her be- 

cause she keeps them supplied with the 

sanity of uproarious laughter in the midst 

of war. 

We — my husband, Charles MacArthur, 

and I — know Bea- 

trice Lillie as an in- 

timate friend; a 

witty, sparkling vis- 

itor to our house; 

but most of all as 

a fine trouper and 

a valiant woman. 

Let me tell you 

about Beatrice 

Lillie’s courage. 

Perhaps you re- 

member reading in 

April, 1942, of Miss 

Lillie’s stage tri- 

umph in “Big Top,”’ 

when it opened in 

Manchester, Eng- 

land. What the 

papers did not tell 

you next day, be- 

cause they did not know, was the heroism 

of that triumph. Here is how it really was: 


Curtain Going Up! 


2 Manchester Opera House, 
the cast was petting ready for opening night 
— in excitement, suspense, high spirits and 
the usual nerves. Beatrice Lillie herself was 
already at her dressing table making up for 
her first entrance — when the stage door- 
man delivered a telegram. It might have 
been any ordinary telegram, such as an 
actress often receives. But I think she knew, 
before she took it in her hands, what that 
telegram would say. I think she realized 
that “this was it” — the terrible moment 


of destiny. There was shock but, I think, no 
surprise to her to read that her 21-year-old 
son, Ordinary Seaman Sir Robert Peel, was 
reported missing and presumed lost in the 
Indian Ocean, where his ship had been 
attacked by Jap planes. 

The news spread to the company. Hud- 
dled in the corridors, the awed and fright- 
ened cast waited, not knowing what to do. 
All they knew was that Beatrice Lillie idol- 
ized her son ... that the messenger had 
brought heartbreak to the great comedienne 
who was scheduled to go onstage and make 
a big audience in England’s industrial city 
laugh ... and laugh ... and laugh — and 
forget the war. 


Ben, they whispered, was one time when 
the show must noi go on, when the perform- 
ance must be canceled. 

Exactly what thoughts went through 
Beatrice Lillie’s mind as she sat there hold- 
ing the telegram, I cannot absolutely say. 
But one thing she did not think: she did not 
think that this, or any other, was the mo- 
ment to call quits. With the instinctive gal- 

lantry of a trouper 
andthehumility ofa 
great soul — wheth- 
er on the battle- 
field or the stage or 
any arena of life — 
she remembered 
others. The moth- 
ers and sweethearts 
and wives to whom 
a telegram like hers 
was on its way, with 
its tremendous 
challenge to cour- 
age and selflessness. 
She thought, too, of 
her fellow actors 
and actresses ... 
who had their own 
crises to meet ... 
on whom, if she 
failed them at this moment, she would 
lay the extra weight of her grief. 

Thus it was that a few minutes later 
Beatrice Lillie’s maid came out of the 
dressing room, walked over to the call- 
board, and pinned up this note: 

**] know how you all feel, darlings, so 
we won't say a word about it. Now let’s 
wow Manchester!”’ 

The audience roared its applause . . . the 
critics rushed to the cable desk to send, 
across 3,000 miles of ocean, the news of 
Beatrice Lillie’s newest triumph as an 
actress. But the real triumph that night 
happened unapplauded, in the silence of 
Beatrice Lillie’s dressing room.
